Court accepts manslaughter plea on 
grounds of diminished responsibility

A MAN who stabbed his estranged 
wife to death when she visited his 
South Tottenham home has admit¬ 
ted killing her while the balance of 
his mind was disturbed. 

Somali national Bashir Ali, 42, pleaded 
guilty to the manslaughter of his wife on 
the grounds of diminished responsibility 
at the Old Bailey on Monday and is 
scheduled to be sentenced at the same 
court today (Wednesday). 

He killed 41-year-old Deeqa Ibrahim 
at the flat where he was living in Bramble 
Close while he was experiencing a mental 
health episode. 


He and Somali-born British national 
Deeqa had lived together in Ealing, west 
London, until 2015 when they separated. 

They had two sons and two daughters 
aged between the ages of four and nine, 
all of whom were living with Mrs Ibrahim 
at the time. 

Police were called to Mr Ali’s address 
at about 9pm on November 23, last year 
and found her suffering from multiple 
stab wounds. 

They administered first aid before 
ambulance crews arrived, but she was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Ali had originally been charged with 
murder, but his plea of manslaughter by 
diminished responsibility was accepted by 
the court. 


Police appeal over brutal attack on fan 


THIS the face of a violent soccer yob who left 
a Spurs fan with a broken skull and horrific 
facial injuries in an unprovoked attack. 

Detectives have released a photofit of the 
thug in the hope someone might recognise 
him and provide them with his identity. 

Michael Voller, 23, was brutally beaten not 
far from Wembley Stadium following 
Tottenham Hotspur’s FA Cup semi-final 
defeat by Chelsea last month. 

Police believe the suspect is a fellow Spurs 
fan, who mistook him for a Chelsea supporter. 
Michael, a former Spurs groundsman, had 
been to the game with a group of friends. 

As they walked past the Moore Spice Indian 
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restaurant in Engineers Way, he was targeted 
by another group of Tottenham fans and one 
of them punched him in the face with such 
force he suffered a broken eye socket, 
cheekbone, jaw and fractured skull. 

Police have been able to produce the e-fit 
with the assistance of a witness. 

The suspect is described as a white man, in 
his early 20s and about 5ft lOins tall. He was 
wearing a black hooded top or jacket at the 
time of the attack. 

“This unprovoked and cowardly attack has 
resulted in injuries that could affect the rest 
of a young man’s life,” said investigating offi¬ 
cer Detective Constable James Robb. 

“There is no place for this kind of violence 
in football or anywhere else. Someone 
knows who committed this unprovoked 
attack and I sincerely hope they do the 
right thing and help us place this violent 
individual before the courts. All information 
we receive is treated in the strictest 
confidence, but you can remain anonymous 
by calling Crimestoppers.”

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Last-ditch bid: The 
Falcon pub, in South 
Street, Ponders End, 
is being demolished

CAMPAIGNERS have had their 
hopes of saving a Victorian pub from 
being developed into flats dashed. 

The Falcon, in South Street, Pon¬ 
ders End, is in the process of being 
demolished after developers received 
planning permission from Enfield 
Council in February to turn the site 
into flats. 

An application made by The 
Enfield Society for it to be desig¬ 
nated an asset of community value 
was submitted after planning 
approval was granted and was too 
late for it to gain AVC status before 
the deadline expired. 

Ponders End resident Edwina 
Osborne, who is a member of The 
Enfield Society, applied on behalf of 


the group last Friday in an attempt to 
protect the heritage of the pub, which 
dates back 300 years. 

But under new rules in the Town 
and Country Planning General 
Permitted Development Order, the 
submission was too late to halt demo¬ 
lition work. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
changes in legislation to the Town 
and Country Planning General Per¬ 
mitted Development Order came into 
force yesterday (Tuesday). 

“While these new powers would 
mean that in future the council would 
have more control over the loss of 
public houses both in terms of 
change of use and demolition, unfor¬ 
tunately work that has already com¬ 
menced under the current provision 
is unaffected and can continue. 

“In other words, we cannot use 


these new powers to retrospectively 
stop demolition and, as such, the 
redevelopment of The Falcon pub site 
cannot be halted.” 

John West, committee member 
from the architectural and planning 
group at The Enfield Society, 
expressed his disappointment. 

“It’s a terrible loss,” he said, 
“but not entirely unexpected because 
it was picked up later than was 
wise, but it’s easy to be wise after 
the event.” 

“Hindsight is a wonderful thing,” 
added the 64-year-old, of Cranford 
Avenue, Palmers Green. 

“It’s seems very sad to lose a build¬ 
ing that connected to Ponders End 
which was once a very much thriving 
area in the 1960s and 1970s. T 

“There’s been a pub on that site for 
300 years.”

Schools in Enfield are facing a loss of 
£27million in funding by 2019. 

The Fair Funding for All Schools campaign 
has been set up by a group of parents in 
an attempt to force government ministers 
to listen to concerns about the worsening 
financial situation facing schools across the 
country.

‘Early intervention can 
help tackle knife crime’

HOME Secretary Amber Rudd said 
there was “no silver bullet” to tackling 
knife crime when she visited Enfield on 
Monday, but “early intervention in pri¬ 
mary schools was crucial”. 

During her meeting with the borough 
commander Detective Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Iain Raphael, Ms Rudd was reas¬ 
sured that the police had the “right 
tools” to “break the link” of stabbings. 

“He was very clear that they have a 
strategy,” said Ms Rudd. 

“They have their own plans which 
they formulated with the commissioner 
- both London-wide and locally - with 
two separate operations.” 

Ms Rudd said she was reassured by 
the police chief that they had the “right 
resources” which involved a “compila¬ 
tion of different things”. However, she 
said the issue needed to be targeted at 
grass-roots level by educating primary 
and secondary school children. 

“There’s more we can do about getting 
into schools earlier telling young people 
about the dangers of carrying knives and 
how they can protect themselves and 
why they shouldn’t get into that culture,” 
she said. 

She followed the meeting with a visit to 
North Enfield Conservative Club, in 
Baker Street, where she discussed the 
issues with Nick de Bois, the Tories’ 
prospective parliamentary candidate for 
Enfield North. 

Mr de Bois spearheaded Enfield’s 
Law to deter young people from carry¬ 


ing knives with the two-strikes-and-out 
legislation which was passed through 
parliament before he lost in the 2015 
general election. 

“When we pressed the borough com¬ 
mander on having the right resources, he 
was very clear that they have the Terri¬ 
torial Support Group working on issues 
here in the borough,” said Mr de Bois. 

“That involves maintaining the level 
of officers to provide the extra visibility 
which people are understandably now 
looking for.” 

Ms Rudd also met Yvonne Lawson, 
who set up the Godwin Lawson Founda¬ 
tion to tackle youth crime following the 
fatal stabbing of her 17-year-old son 
in 2010. 

Mrs Lawson discussed the need to 
make workshops on knife crime part of 
the school curriculum. 

“Schools need to be aware of the need 
to educate young people,” she said. 
“They need to be taught how to keep 
safe which is a step forward in tackling 
the issue.” 

She said that Ms Rudd’s visit high¬ 
lighted the need for urgent action to be 
taken against knife crime. 

“We needed more acknowledgement 
from a higher level,” she added. 

Ms Rudd’s visit followed a 20-minute 
phone conversation between Mr de Bois 
and Prime Minister Theresa May 
last Friday. 

An emergency meeting is being held 
tonight (Wednesday) at St James Parish 
Church, in Hertford Road, Enfield High¬ 
way, when Enfield police will discuss 
stabbings in the borough with residents. 


Teenager hospitalised 
following park attack

The 17-year-old victim was 
photographed by a bystander as 
he lay fighting for his life after 
being knifed in broad daylight 
last Wednesday in Bush Hill Park, 
opposite a primary school. 

Police sealed off the park just 
before 2pm and are still appealing 
for witnesses a week later. 

The teenager was rushed to an 
east London hospital. His 
condition is not known. 

A spokeswoman for George 
Spicer school in Southbury Road, 
opposite the park, said last week: 
“We sent a text message out to all 
parents telling them to make 
alternative arrangements and not 
go through the park because it 
had been closed off because of a 
police incident.” 

Police confirmed there have been 
no arrests. Inquiries continue. 



Cuts to police numbers have contributed to problem, claims Ryan 


HOME Secretary Amber Rudd’s 
predecessor, Theresa May, should 
shoulder some of the blame for 
Enfield’s rising levels of violence, 
Labour’s Joan Ryan has claimed. 

She was speaking after Ms Rudd 
visited Enfield on Monday to 
discuss the spate of fatal stabbings 
and knifings with the borough’s 
police commander. 

Ms Ryan, Labour’s prospective 
parliamentary candidate for Enfield 


North, said that cuts to police 
numbers and changes in stop and 
search laws, brought in by Prime 
Minister Mrs May when she was 
Home Secretary, had contributed to 
violent crime in the borough 
“rocketing by 70 per cent.” 

“I don’t believe it is a coincidence 
that this increase has come at exactly 
the same time as 188 police officers 
and police community support 
officers have been axed from 


Enfield’s streets,” Ms Ryan said. 

“Nor is it a coincidence that violent 
crime has rocketed at exactly the 
same time as when it became harder 
for our police to carry out stop 
and search of youths suspected of 
carrying knives.” 

She said that fewer police on the 
streets was a result of “short-sighted 
cuts” made when Mrs May was Home 
Secretary and Boris Johnson, the then 
Mayor of London. 


“Crime is the fault of those who 
commit it, but the Conservatives 
cannot wash their hands of their 
responsibility for cutting nearly 200 
police officers and community support 
officers,” she added. 

“The law on jailing offenders for a 
second offence is no use if we haven’t 
got enough police to enforce it and, 
sadly, it is a matter of record that it 
has failed to stop the knife crime we 
have seen in Enfield.”

RAMPAGING yobs wielding knives and ham¬ 
mers have caused thousands of pounds worth of 
damage to an Enfield man’s Mercedes in what he 
believes is a homophobic attack. 

Six youths wearing hoodies to hide their 
faces launched a frenzied attack on Nicholas 
Marrion’s car in the early hours of Tuesday morn¬ 
ing last week. 

The whole thing - caught on CCTV - only lasts 
about 30 seconds, but the mindless vandals 
slashed every tyre, smashed the windscreen and 
tagged the doors and bonnet of his company car. 

Mr Marrion, of Bressey Avenue, Enfield Town, 
is so scared he hasn’t left his house since and is 
planning to move from the area. 

He said: “I am in fear of my life. I have no idea 
why this has happened other than it being some 
kind of homophobic attack. 

“I am a gay man and feel that this could possi¬ 
bly lead to another form of attack on my life and 
no one would even care. 

“I’m scared they will come back. 

“The fact they are walking around with knives 
and hammers in the middle of the night is really 
frightening, especially with all these stabbings 
going on. 

“I’m going to sell up and move. I just don’t feel 
safe any more.” 

A police spokesman said: “Police in Enfield are 
investigating an allegation of criminal damage. 

“The offence happened at about 3.30ams on 
Tuesday, May 16, in Bressey Avenue. 

“Six people wearing hoodies attacked a red 


Mercedes car, which was parked in the street. The 
attackers slashed the car’s tyres, attacked the 
windscreen and sprayed the car with paint. 

“The attackers then made off.” 

There have been no arrests and police 
inquiries continue.

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Tributes paid to 
last Bowles Boy

TRIBUTES have been paid 
following the death of Charlie 
Smith, the “Man Friday” of 
celebrated botanist Edward 
Augustus Bowles, who created 
the marvellous Myddelton 
House Gardens, in Bulls Cross, 
Enfield. 

Mr Smith, who suffered a 
fatal heart attack at the age of 
97, was not only personal gar¬ 
dener to EA Bowles until the 
Victorian plantsman’s death in 
1954, he was also his chauffeur 
and office assistant. 

He was one of several 
“Bowles Boys”, local lads from 
poor families, whom the 
botanist and philanthropist took 
under his wing and helped with 
their education. 

After being demobbed at the 
end of World War II, Mr Smith, 
,who was born in Goat Lane, 
Enfield, and later lived for 
many years in Beaconsfield 
Road, Enfield Lock, was 
invited by EA Bowles to work 
at Myddelton House. 

When Mr Bowles died, he left 
Mr Smith the princely sum of 
£150 a year for the rest of his 
life in his will. 

It was known as the Parker 
Bowles Annuity and Mr Smith 
was the last surviving recipient 
among the seven servants who 
received it. 


From 1954 onwards, 
Myddelton House Gardens was 
bought and run jointly by the 
Royal Free Hospital School of 
Medicine and the London 
School of Pharmacy, who 
turned the kitchen garden into a 
medicinal garden. 

Mr Smith’s work included 
highly secretive research into 
the benefits of drugs to relieve 
pain and he was one of the few 
people in the UK granted a 
licence to grow cannabis and 
opium poppies 

He later rose to become head 
gardener in 1970, a post he held 
until 1985, when he retired 
aged 65. 

A few weeks later, he was 
persuaded to return to the 
kitchen garden where he 


remained for a further 15 years 
with an assistant until the med¬ 
icinal garden and adjoining 
sports fields were sold to the 
Lee Valley Regional Park 
Authority in 2000. 

“Charlie was the last remain¬ 
ing direct link with the gardens’ 
famous ancestor and was a 
fountain of knowledge about 
EA Bowles,” said present head 
gardener James Hall. 

Historian and Bowles biogra¬ 
pher Bryan Hewitt, himself a 
gardener at Myddelton House 
since 1983, also paid tribute. 

“Charlie knew so much and 
he was always so willing to 
share information about those 
times.. .and now there is no one 
left to ask,” he said. “He was a 
wonderful friend.”

WHAT a shambles the 
Green Lanes cycle lanes are 
turning out to be.

As a senior citizen 
who has never driven and 
who relies on public trans¬ 
port, my main concern 
about this fiasco has 


always been the effect on 
bus services. 

I have been outraged to 
see that, thanks to reposi¬ 
tioning as a result of the 
cycle lanes, an apparently 
permanent new zebra 
crossing outside Winch- 
more Hill Sainsbury’s cuts 
right across the supposedly 
reserved space for buses to 
stop there. 

Indeed, thanks to the 
alignment of all this, buses 
cannot pull into the kerb 
without obstructing the 
zebra crossing. 

Hard luck to anyone like 
myself who is getting on in 
years and is consequently 
“mobility-impaired”. 

Surely, the crossing and 


the buses obstructing 
each other is a recipe for 
disaster and may well be 
downright illegal? 

It is outrageous that, at 
a time of supposed austerity, 
so much public money 
is being wasted on this 
scheme, just as it was that 
so many more millions of 
pounds worth of public 
money was wasted on 
the so-called “New 
Routemaster” buses.

IN the run-up to the general election, 
political campaigners are pounding the 
pavements pushing pamphlets through 
voters’ doors. 

Promises about tax, the NHS and 
improvements to the education system 
are likely to get a mention on the 
leaflets, but it’s highly unlikely 
you’ll see anything about female 
genital mutilation (FGM), or other 
harmful traditional practices, such as 
breast ironing. 

These issues rarely grab the 
headlines, so it’s not surprising that 
politicians do not prioritise them 
when trying to win a place in parlia¬ 
ment - but when they take their seats 
on the green benches MPs must 
not ignore this serious form of child 
sexual abuse. 

Organisations across the world have 
pledged to end FGM within a genera¬ 
tion and we want the future govern¬ 
ment to make this a reality. 

FGM is child abuse and no girl 
should have to live with the harmful 
physical and emotional consequences 
of this terrible practice. 

We believe the best way of prevent¬ 
ing the practice is by working with 
girls and their families, raising 
awareness in schools and communities 
and training professionals such as 
teachers and social workers to spot 
girls at risk of FGM and know how to 
report it. 

Barnardo’s is leading the way in 
tackling the problem through 
innovative social work with girls 
and their families and our training 
and education programmes at the 
National FGM Centre, run in 
conjunction with the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association. 

We want the next government to 
commit to helping us achieve our goal 
of ending FGM within 15 years. 

We also need them to end other hid¬ 
den forms of child abuse, including 
those linked to faith or belief, and 
breast ironing or flattening. 

They must pledge to protect children 
from concealed crimes such as these, 
so they can have the opportunity and 
right to live happy and healthy lives.

LABOUR swept to victory in last week’s council 
by-election in Enfield Lock. 

Elif Erbil retained the seat left vacant by the res¬ 
ignation of Ozzie Uzoanya, declaring it an “over¬ 
whelming victory”. 

The result last Thursday evening saw Ms Erbil 
elected with 2,155 votes with Conservative candi¬ 
date Christine Bellas trailing in second place with 
973 votes. 

The turnout was 32.21 per cent. 

Speaking after her triumph, Ms Erbil said: “I 
know from talking to so many local residents on 
the doorstep that they are deeply concerned about 
the rise in violent crime, particularly following 
the recent wave of stabbings in the borough. 

“Since 2010, under the Conservatives, Enfield 
has lost almost 200 police officers and police 
community support officers. 

“These cuts have put the safety of our commu¬ 
nity at risk. So now I’ve been elected, my number 
one priority is to work together with residents, 
the police, the council, Joan Ryan [Enfield North 
Labour general election candidate] and the Mayor 
of London Sadiq Khan to get more police on our 
streets to help cut crime.” 

The Green Party’s Kate McGregor secured third 
place with 104 votes while UKIP, who won 829 
votes in the ward in the local elections three years 


ago, were relegated to fourth place with Gary 
Robbens gaining just 91 votes. 

The Liberal Democrats, who did not stand in 2014, 
fared badly with Richard Morgan-Ash receiving only 
54 votes. 

There were 17 spoilt ballot papers. 

Ms Erbil joins fellow Enfield Lock ward councillors 
Nneka Keazor and Krystle Fonyonga, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet member for community safety and 
public health, on the Labour benches.

WHEN the hamlet of Winchmore Hill was 
first recorded in 1319, its main industry was 
selling firewood sourced from the oak 
forests nearby. 

When the train line arrived in 1871, all that 
changed and it became established as a Lon¬ 
don suburb. 

But unlike many of its surrounding areas - 
Palmers Green, Edmonton, Southgate and 
Grange Park - modern Winchmore Hill 
retains a village feel, with shops and restau¬ 
rants gathered around The Green, a conser¬ 
vation area and beauty spot. 

There’s a lot on The Green to enjoy. The 
Larder is a cafe not to be missed; Pretty Eng¬ 
lish is set back from The Green and sells 
quirky lamps, gorgeous baby clothes and 
novel cards; down the hill is Bike Boutique, a 
cafe, bike repair shop and all-round holy grail 
for cyclists in north London.

There’s Grovelands Park, a stunning park 
originally a private estate before being partly 
sold off to the council in 1913 (the part 
remaining in private hands now contains the 
Priory Clinic) and laid out by the great land¬ 
scape designer Humphry Repton late in the 
18th century. 

Winchmore Hill Sports Club provides the 
area with cricket, football, tennis, hockey and 
table tennis facilities and teams. 

Although just eight miles north of Moor- 
gate on the Hertford Loop railway line, it 
feels a million miles away from the hustle 
and bustle of the city and is a beautiful place 
to while away a lazy afternoon.

Shake, rattle and roll

WIGS and the dressing-up box are what 
many tribute bands rely on to give them 
the authentic look of the groups they 
mimic - but the Trembling Wilburys have 
no need for such props. 

Two of the outfit’s members bear such a 
striking resemblance to original Travelling 
Wilburys band members George Harrison 
and Roy Orbison that even Yoko Ono was 
almost fooled once. 

The cover band will recreate the country 
rock sounds of the legendary supergroup 
when they appear at The Bull Theatre, in 
High Street, Barnet, on Saturday night. 

Drummer and manager Dave Stark takes 
up the tale. 

“It was before I’d formed the Trembling 
Wilburys and I had my own band, The 
Dave Stark Five, performing covers of hits 
from the 1960s and 1970s,” explains the 
64-year-old, who has been in the music 
business more than 30 years. 


“I’d attended a blue plaque unveiling 
in 2010 to commemorate the flat 
Ringo Starr once owned in Marylebone 
which he leased to Jimi Hendrix and where 
John Lennon and Yoko also lived for a 
short while. 

“Yoko was at the plaque ceremony and, 
like me, did a double take at a guy at the 
edge of the throng who looked uncannily 
like George Harrison - and as George had 
died nine years earlier, it was a bit unnerv¬ 
ing to say the least. He was his spitting 
image and after the unveiling I went over 
and spoke to him. He said his name was 
Glen Knowler and I asked if he could sing. 
Yoko was so taken by his likeness to Har¬ 
rison she took a selfie with him in it.” 

The idea for the Trembling Wilburys was 
already taking shape in Dave’s head as 
Roy Orbison lookie-likie and soundalike 
Dave Collison was already performing 
guest spots with the Dave Stark Five. 

With existing band members Andy 
McNish doubling as Bob Dylan and 
Tom Petty and bass player Mark Laver 


as ELO’s Jeff Lynne, the group was all but 
accounted for. 

To reproduce the authentic sound, the 
line-up includes the addition of Dave on 
drums, Dazl Martin on lead guitar and 
Howard Robin on keyboard. 

The original Travelling Wilburys were a 
studio band who produced two acclaimed 
albums between 1988 and 1990. 

“They never played a live concert, so the 
Trembling Wilburys give fans a chance to 
experience what that might have been 
like,” said Dave. 

The set includes Wilburys classics Han¬ 
dle With Care and End Of The Line, as well 
as hits of the individual artists - from Roy 
Orbison (Only The Lonely, Crying and 
Pretty Woman), to Harrison-penned Beat¬ 
les classics such as Here Comes The Sun, 
Something and While My Guitar Gently 
Weeps, to Dylan’s I’ll Be Your Baby Tonight, 
Petty’s I Won’t Back Down and Lynne’s 
Hold On Tight, plus a rousing version of 
Chuck Berry’s Roll Over Beethoven, as 
covered by ELO.

Pirates steers an uneasy course 



PIRATES OF THE CARIBBEAN: SALAZAR'S REVENGE 
(12A, 129 mins) 


T HE third and fourth voyages of the Pirates Of The 
Caribbean saga, At World's End and On Stranger 
Tides, sprung leaks in their ramshackle screenplays 
and capsized under the weight of feverish expectation. 

After a six-year hiatus for long overdue repairs, the 
blockbusting series sets sail with two new directors at 
the helm - Joachim Ronning and Espen Sandberg - 
Johnny Depp swabbing the decks in his familiar guise as 
salty seadog Jack Sparrow. 

Pirates Of The Caribbean: Salazar’s Revenge is a 
marked improvement and anchors the outlandish action 
to solid performances from two charismatic young actors, 
Kaya Scodelario and Brenton Thwaites, with simmering 
on-screen chemistry. 

Depp continues to ply his comic schtick with wide-eyed 
gusto and Oscar winner Javier Bardem is a lip-smack¬ 
ing, phantasmagorical villain from the watery underworld. 

Action sequences are spectacular, including the hys¬ 
terically overblown theft of a bank safe and a dizzying 
dance of death between Jack and a guillotine blade. 

The fifth chapter has its pleasures, but it’s not all 
plain sailing. 

The return of Will Turner (Orlando Bloom) and another 
original character is misjudged, a central plot thread is 
disappointingly similar to another summer blockbuster 
and the 129-minute running time feels excessive. 

A superfluous cameo for Paul McCartney also should 
have walked the gangplank. 

Twelve-year-old Henry Turner (Lewis McGowan) stows 
away on the wreck of the Flying Dutchman in order to 
be reunited with his father Will. 

“This is my fate, you must let me go,” pleads Will, who 
is condemned to serve as captain of the watery vessel 
for eternity...unless his son can track down the mythical 
Trident of Poseidon. 

Nine years later, Will (now played by Brenton Thwaites) 


searches for the artefact’s whereabouts on the island of 
St Martin, in the Caribbean, where he meets plucky 
astronomer Carina Smyth (Kaya Scodelario), who is 
labelled a witch because of her unerring love of science. 

She possesses a diary penned by Galileo Galilei, which 
contains clues to the hiding place of the trident. 

The duo join forces and unexpectedly cross paths with 
Sparrow. He is being pursued by spectral pirate Captain 
Armando Salazar (Bardem), who has escaped from the 
Devil’s Triangle and intends to exact revenge, aided by 
Sparrow’s old adversary, Captain Hector Barbossa (Geof¬ 
frey Rush). 


A little Depp goes a long way in Pirates Of The 
Caribbean: Salazar’s Revenge. He makes merry with 
his treasure chest of physical pratfalls and garbled 
one-liners. 

Ronning and Sandberg keep a firm hand on the rud¬ 
der and navigate a largely entertaining course between 
eye-popping spectacle and family feuds. 

Their film is advertised as the “final” adventure and it 
would be sensible to drop the mainsail here while the 
series is still buoyant.

T HIS is the Jaguar F-Type SVR, 
and those three letters at the 
end of its name signify that 
this is the fastest, lightest and most 
focused F-Type to date. 

It’s the work of Jaguar Land 
Rover’s special vehicle operations 
division, which works on special ver¬ 
sions of the company’s cars. 

However, far from being a stripped- 
out, lightweight track day hero, like a 
Porsche 911 GT3, the SVR is actu¬ 
ally about being ludicrously fast, but 
totally usable in the real world. 

That’s why most of the weight sav¬ 
ings are in places you won’t notice - 
forged alloy wheels save 13.8kg, 
while carbon-ceramic brakes save a 
further 21kg, for example. 

Other changes are more visual, 
however. There are louvres on the 
bonnet to aid engine cooling, vents in 
the bodywork to improve airflow and 
a prominent wing out back for 


increased downforce. This is a seri¬ 
ous bit of kit. 

Looks might be in the eye of the 
beholder, but there can’t be many 
people who’d refute the fact the F- 
Type is one of the best-looking cars 
out there. 

Its pretty lines wear the more 
aggressive aerodynamic addendum 
well and transform the car. Couple 
that with the gorgeous V8 wail from 
the exhaust pipes and the SVR’s dri¬ 
ver-focused attitude is immediately 
apparent. It’s exciting before you 
even pull away. 

However, all of that drama is not at 
the expense of too much comfort. 
Sure, the bucket seats are more cos¬ 
seting, but they’re also leather- 
wrapped, so won’t leave you sore on 
a long journey - quality materials are 
present throughout the interior and 
add to the classy feeling. 

The F-Type SVR is a low-slung, 
two-seater sports car, so space and 
practicality are naturally not its forte. 


That said, the cabin isn’t claustro¬ 
phobic and the boot is big enough to 
fit a few bags for a weekend away - 
in coupe form it has up to 408 litres 
of space, while the convertible has 
about half that. 

There are plenty of driver aids that 
come as standard to help keep the 
car (and driver) out of trouble, such 
as dynamic stability control, emer¬ 
gency brake assist and low-grip 
drivetrain modes. 

The F-Type R, on which the SVR is 
based, is quite a frenetic experience 
- but this car manages to tread the 
line between ramping up the drama 
while adding composure in a way that 
beggars belief. 

Gears slam home in an instant 
thanks to the software-tweaked, 
eight-speed automatic transmission, 
while the four-wheel drive system 
has been given additional rear bias to 
improve agility. 

Aside from the glorious assault on 
the senses handed out by the engine, 


the other driving highlight comes 
from the revised chassis. Spring 
rates remain unchanged, but there are 
new dampers and anti-roll bars, 
wider, lighter wheels and stiffened 
rear knuckles. 

It all combines to make the SVR 
feel more planted than ever 
before without losing the F-Type’s 
aggressive character. 

When buying a high performance 
coupe that costs in excess of 
£100,000, value for money needs 
context. That can be given to by 
another car with a stunning 
exhaust note. 

The VIO-engined Audi R8 comes 
with similar drama and, as far as mid- 
engined supercars go, is fairly practi¬ 
cal. The entry-level model starts at 
£120,645, while the bewinged, full- 
fat version is about £10,000 more - 
the F-Type SVR’s power output sits 
between these two models. 

Here, the F-Type looks like 
good value.

North Middlesex suffer their first loss 


NORTH MIDDLESEX’S perfect start to the 
season in the Premier Division of the Kingspan 
Middlesex County Cricket League came to an 
end on Saturday when they suffered a seven- 
wicket defeat at Teddington. 

North Middlesex had won their opening two 
matches, but they were let down by their batting 
on this occasion as they could only make 77 - 
with Will Vanderspar top-scoring with just 18. 
James Keightley and Charles Hopkins were the 
pick of the bowlers, both ending up with figures 
of 3-15. 

Tim Armstrong then top-scored with an 
unbeaten 26 as Teddington eased to 78-3 off 29 
overs to climb above North Middlesex in the 
table. 

And Highgate, Hornsey and North London 
were all beaten in their matches in Division Two. 

Hussain Shabbir top-scored with 59 as North 
London amassed 197-6 in a rain-hit clash at 
Barnes, but James Alder’s stunning 117 not out 
helped the hosts to make it to 198-4 in reply. 

Highgate struggled with the bat in their match 


at Osterley, only making 111 after enduring a 
collapse which saw their last five wickets fall for 
the addition of just five runs. Scott Elstone top- 
scored with 36, while Fahim Bahrami (4-23) and 
Abubakar Ilyas (4-25) both impressed with the 
ball. 

Malik Shahid Sadiq (3-16) helped to keep 
Highgate in contention by playing a key role in 
reducing Osterley to 54-6 in reply, but Lakmal 
Arachchige (36 not out) and Bahrami (18 not 
out) then shared in an unbroken stand of 58 to 
guide the hosts to 112-6. 

Meanwhile, Hornsey lost by four wickets in 
their match at high-flying Twickenham. 

Paul Weekes (44) and Williams Prest (43) were 
the main contributors as Hornsey posted 175-7 
batting first, but the hosts recovered from a poor 
start to their reply to ease to 178-6, with Carlos 
Nunes making 75. 

North Middlesex host Shepherds Bush on 
Saturday, while North London entertain East- 
cote, Hornsey host Osterley and Highgate are at 
home to Barnes.

HARRY KANE revealed his pride after securing 
the Premier League’s golden boot for a second 
successive year in fine style. 

The Tottenham Hotspur striker had trailed 
Everton’s Romelu Lukaku by two goals in the race 
to be the league’s leading scorer heading into the 
final week of the campaign. 

But Kane saved his best for last as both he and 
the team ended on a high - scoring four times in 
Thursday’s 6-1 victory at Leicester City before 
grabbing a hat-trick in Sunday’s remarkable 7-1 
triumph at Hull City. 

The seven goals took his tally in the league for 
this season up to 29 - four clear of Lukaku - and 
also leaves him on 99 career goals for Spurs in all 
competitions. 

“It’s been incredible,” he said. “To score seven 
goals in the last two matches of a Premier League 
season is a special feeling. To win the golden boot 
and finish on 29 goals in 30 games is something 
I’m very proud of. 

“I’ve had a couple of setbacks this season with 
injuries, but they’ve only made me stronger. I’ve 
got to give big thanks to the team, they create so 
many chances and I’ve just got to make sure I’m in 


the positions to put them away. It’s a dream to play 
for this team. Without them I wouldn’t be holding 
this award. 

“I’ve always said anyone can be a good striker, 
but to be a great striker you have to do it on a con¬ 
sistent level. 

“To win this back-to-back in such a difficult 
league with so many top strikers and to have been 
out injured as well, that shows determination and 
shows how good this team is as well. It’s some¬ 
thing I’m very proud of - hopefully I can go and 
get it next season as well.” 

Sunday’s crushing win saw Spurs become just 
the third team in Premier League history to score 
seven times away from home, and manager 
Mauricio Pochettino was delighted to finish the 
campaign on a high. 

“I’m so proud, the way we finished the season 
was fantastic,” he said. “I’m very happy for Harry. I 
think to be second in the table, fighting all the way 
with 86 points was amazing. 

“It’s not only the results, but the football we 
played was very good and now it’s a big challenge 
for next season. Our dream and our challenge is to 
be better this season. 

“Now is a moment to take to decisions, to try to 
improve and try to provide the team with all the 
tools to try to win, that’s the challenge for us.”

• Enfield saw a huge increase in Its pnvate rental sector between 2001 and 2011 
According to a recent *epon. the average London renter spends almost 60% of 
ther income Cafter benefits, but not after taxi on their rent.

• Build more council homes for local people and half way houses for homeless 
veterans. 

• End the Labour led council preetke of buying property through estate agents 
art undisclosed fees and then selling by auction, losing up to 20% value and 
against all property wisdom. 

• Allow for local referendum! to overturn large scale planning permission. 

• Campaign for longer term tenancies, and an inflation cap on rent increases.
